WASHINGTON (AP) - Hou se 
Repu blican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford believ es that with good fis­ 
cal management 
Richard M. 
Nix on will be able to let the 10 
per cent income su rtax ex pire 
nex t Ju ne if the Vietnam war 
continu es at its present pace. 
The 
Michigan 
congressman 
cau tioned that if there is an in­ 
creased tempo in the war and 
inflation is not u nder control, 
Congress might hav e to tak e a 
different attitu de. 
Bu t, he added in an interv iew, 
“I will not v ote for continu ing 
the su rtax ju st to ex pand feder­ 
al spending.” 
Chairman Wilbu r D. Mills, D-

Czech Invasion Lessons 
Implemented by NATO 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
Officials say Sov iet strength in 
Czechoslov ak ia has dwindled to 
three div isions, bu t NATO strat­ 
egists are bu sy implementing 
lessons learned from the Au gu st 
inv asion. 
Redu ction of the Sov iet forces 
followed an agreement between 
Czechoslov ak ia and the Sov iet 
Union in October, legalizing an 
indefinite Ru ssian presence in 
the satellite. 
The Red troops that once 
ranged throu ghou t the strategic 
central Eu ropean cou ntry are 
now based mainly in Bratislav a 
and Pragu e, U.S. analy sts say . 
Particu larly 
alarming 
to 
Western allies at the time of the 
inv asion was the presence of six 
inv asion div isions a short march 
from the West German frontier. 


Despite withdrawal of the main 
strength, 
Ru ssian 
concentra­

Ky ., is an attemp t to fo cu s natio nal 
attentio n “o n the u nso lv ed and acu te edu catio n­ 
al p ro b lems o f Ap p alachia.” 
It is NEA’s co ntentio n the p o o r edu catio nal 
sy stem in Ap p alachia is ty p ical o f that in ru ral 
America in general which adds greatly to the 
u rb an crisis thro u gh migratio n. 


THE NEA GROUP ho p es to b eco me a clear­ 
ing ho u se o f info rmatio n fo r Ap p alachia's 
scho o ls to info rm o fficials o f federal and fo u n­ 
datio n fu nds av ailab le to edu catio nal sy stems. 
It is v iewed as a first step to ward elev ating the 
edu catio n lev el. 
The ho lding o f a co nference Is a hu mb le b e­ 
ginning fo r su ch an eno rmo u s task—b u t it is a 
b eginning. 
If NEA can garner su fficient su p p o rt to ev en­ 
tu ally p u ll o ff the all-imp o rtant u p grading, it 
will b e giv ing ru ral America’s p o o r a b reak 
while shu tting o ff o ne so u rce o f p ressu re o n 
the u rb an crisis. 
It is a wo rthy go al. 


Safety-Sighted Program 


The 49 th state has b eco me the first state In 
the natio n to p ro v ide that o nly safety glasses 
and su nglasses may b e p rescrib ed within Its 
b o rders. The law p assed in Alaska also fo rb ids 
the sale and distrib u tio n o f ey eglass frames 
made o f highly co mb u ntib le materials. 
The Natio nal So ciety fo r the Prev entio n o f 
Blindness has hailed the Alaska law as “o ne o f 
the mo st p ro gressiv e step s ev er taken to p ro ­ 
tect the ey esight o f millio ns who wear glasses” 
and p o ints o u t that it is p io neer legislatio n no t 
o nly in the United States b u t in the wo rld. Only 
Massachu setts has similar legislatio n p ending. 


The so ciety has lo ng camp aigned against the 
dangers o f o rdinary b reakab le glass. 
Safety lenses are to u gh, shatter-resistant ¿lass 
which has b een heated and chilled rap idly , sim­ 
ilar to the way steel is case-hardened. 
They 
can hav e any p rescrip tio n gro u nd Into them, 
thu s co rrecting v isu al defects as well as affo rd­ 
ing p ro tectio n. 
The so ciety is also camp aigning to rid the 
market o f flammab le ey eglass frames. Ameri­ 
can mau nfactu rers hav e largely 
ab ando ned 
su ch u nsafe materials as cellu lo se nitrate b u t 
imp o rted frames co ntinu e to b e a p ro b lem. 


A Little Louder, Please 


French p u b lisher and au tho r, Jean-Jacq u es 
Serv an-Schrieb er, is in the United States o n a 
lectu re to u r and is freely disp ensing adv ice to 
the American go v ernment. 
His remarks are no t in the su rp rise catego ry 
since his b o o k “The American Challenge” is the 
so u rce o f mu ch ammu nitio n in the driv e fo r Eu ­ 
ro p ean u nificatio n. 


THIS DECLARATION b y the Frenchman was 
rep o rted b y the New Yo rk Times: 
“Fo r to o lo ng the United States has b een inc­ 
lined to assu me all majo r resp o nsib ilities in the 
wo rld, so it sho u ld b e little wo nder so me co u n­ 
tries b egan to b ehav e like irresp o nsib le chil­ 
dren. If y o u do n’t want o thers to b ehav e like 
children, y o u mu st cease treating o u r co u ntries 
like children.” 
It wo u ld b e a go o d idea fo r U.S. o fficials to 
see that Mr. Serv an-Schreib er is giv en additio n­ 
al info rmatio n fo r fu tu re lectu res he may co n­ 
du ct in France mid o ther co u ntries. 
Fo r instance, it might b e help fu l if it were 
p o inted o u t o ne reaso n the United States has 
seemed “inclined” to assu me so many o f the 
wo rld’s b u rdens is that o ther natio ns hav e ab di­ 
cated their resp o nsib ilities. 
It sho u ld b e made clear the United States has 
so u ght and co ntinu es to seek a co o p erativ e, 
rather than do minant, ro le in internatio nal af­ 
fairs. 
On the matter o f Eu ro p ean u nificatio n, there 
is little q u estio n what co u ntry has b een the ma­ 
jo r ro adb lo ck. It is the same natio n that has 
made the Co mmo n Market an ex clu siv e clu b 
and tried to sab o tage the No rth Atlantic Trea­ 
ty Organizatio n—France. 


MISTAKES HAVE BEEN MADE b y the Unit­ 
ed States, at ho me and ab ro ad-so me o f the se­ 
rio u s erro rs. 
Witho u t a do u b t mo re will co me as challenges 
arise and mu st b e dealt with.

o n au to matio n and its imp licatio n fo r lab o r and 
managment, and came o u t o f it “p ro -co llectiv e 
b argaining.” 
He and lab o r's o wn b attalio ns o f eco no mists 
are o n a first name b asis. Mo stly , they like and 
tru st each o ther. 
Bu t this has no t, o v er the y ears, alienated the 
intellectu al, p hilo so p hical and p ragmatic p o licy ­ 
makers o f to day ’s management mo v ement.

Memb ers o f Co ngress are ap p arently ready to 
giv e serio u s co nsideratio n to p ro p o sals fo r the 
ado p tio n o f a co nstitu tio nal amendment whirh 
wo u ld change fo e p resent metho d o f electing a 
p resident and v ice p resident. 
The recent p erio d o f u neasiness ab o u t the 
p o ssib ility o f fo e p residential electio n b eing 
thro wn into fo e Ho u se o f Rep resentativ es fo r 
decisio n has awakened the co u ntry to fo e ne­ 
cessity o f a rev isio n o f the electo ral sy stem 
What is b eing adv o cated b y sev eral memb ers 
o f Co ngress Is a fo rmu la b y which the v o te o f a 
majo rity o f the p eo p le in each co ngressio nal 
district — o r a p lu rality If there Is a third tick­ 
et in fo e co ntest — wo u ld b e the b asis fo r ap ­ 
p o rtio ning fo e electo ral v o tes o f the states fo r 
p resident and v ice p resident. 


FOR SEVERAL DECADES there has b een 
dissatisfactio n b ecau se the electo ral v o tes o f a 
state are awarded In fo elr enirey to the candi 
date who gets the majo rity o r p lu rality , ho wev 
er small, o f the p o p u lar v o tes within a giv en 
state. Again and again, it has b een ev ident 
that, thro u gh co ntro l o f a few cities b y p o litical 
b o sses o r machines, a decisiv e influ ence can b e 
ex ercised. 
In the 1936 p residential electio n, fo r instance, 
fo e v o te in o nly nine cities In the No rth an I 
West was eno u gh fo r the Demo crats to swing all 
the electo ral v o tes o f 
tho se states. 
To gether with the electo ral v o tes o f the then 
“so lid So u th,” this wo u ld hav e enab led the 
demo cratic candidate to achiev e a majo rity in 
the electo ral co llege witho u t carry ing any o ther 
state. 
Since fo e Demo cratic p arty has a stro ng ho ld 
o n fo e v o te in the cities — and is likely to b e 
drawing also a majo r share o f any “ghetto ” 
v o te — it is p o ssib le fo r the p eo p le in the farm 
areas and the su b u rb s In the No rth and West to 
b e o u tv o ted, and a natio nal electio n wo n b y the 
p arty which co ntro ls the b ig-city majo rities. 
Hie p lan which is generally p referred Is o ne 
which wo u ld p ermit the casting o f the electo ral 
v o te o f each co ngressio nal district b y the p o p u ­ 
lar v o te therein. A state wo u ld hav e o ne electo r­ 
al v o te fo r each o f its co ngressio nal districts, 
and two electo ral v o tes which wo u ld b e award­ 
ed o n fo e b asis o f the statewide resu lts. TV 
electo ral v o tes “at large” wo u ld b e allo cated to 
the p residential candidate who wo n either a 
majo rity o r a p lu rality o f the state’s p o p u lar 
v o te. 
Thu s, New Yo rk State, which has 43 electo ral 
v o tes, wo u ld cho o se o ne electo r In each co n­ 
gressio nal district, so there wo u ld b e 41 v o tes 
decided b y the majo rity o r p lu rality within each 
co ngressio nal district, while two electo ral v o tes 
wo u ld go to the winner o f the statewide co ntest. 
There is a feeling that an o p p o rtu nity sho u ld 
alway s b e giv en fo r third-p arty candidate to 
ru n fo r the p residency . Bu t mu ch dissatisfac­ 
tio n was no ted in the recent electio n b ecau se 
fo e third p arty candidate did no t hav e a co n­ 
gressio nal slate, and the v o ters thu s were no t 
ab le to cho o se either rep resentativ es o r sena­ 
to rs o f a third p arty alo ng with a p resident in 
a natio nal electio n. 
THE IMPORTANCE o f p arty resp o nsib ility is 
no t generally reco gnized in electing p residential 
and co ngressio nal candidates. All memb ers o f 
the Ho u se o f Rep resentativ es are u p fo r elec­ 
tio n in the mid-term o f a p resident, as well as 
in the y ear o f a p residential electio n 
The terms o f o ne-third o f the memb ers o f the 
Senate ex p ire ev ery two y ears, so that in a 
p residential y ear at least o ne-third o f the seats 
o f the Senate are b eing co ntested. 
So metimes the p eo p le v o te fo r the co ngres­ 
sio nal candidates o f the p arty who se no minee 
fo r the p residency they like. So metimes they 
sp lit their tickets and cho o se a memb er o f the 
Ho u se o r Senate fro m o ne p arty and still giv e 
their b allo t to the p residential no minee o f an­ 
o ther p arty .

portant new step in treatment 
of dental disease. Cry otherapy 
is the 
name given to this 
method, 
and 
it can be used 
to repair in­ 
jured 
tissue, 
remove 
can­ 
cerous diseas­ 
ed tissue, and 
even 
elimi­ 
nate infected 
gum 
pockets 
m periodontal 
nr. BruEiMt 
d i s e a s e 
(py orrhea). 
Main advantage is its sim 
pie 
and 
practically painless 
technique. Since no surgery is 
required there is no mutilation 


of tissue and no cosmetic de­ 
formity . 
• Treatment of gum pockets 
with cry otherapy avoids bleed­ 
ing, reduces afteroperation dis­ 
comfort, and eliminates need 
for dressings. 
How does it work? Cry other­ 
apy destroy s selective tissue by 
freezing. A probe tip with con­ 
trolled amounts of liquid nitro­ 
gen enough to lower tempra- 
ture to — 180 degrees centi­ 
grade is inserted into the dis­ 
eased area, bone or gum. This 
brief contact results in death 
of the tissue which later sloughs. 
Healing process takes about 
six weeks, .during which time 
new, healthy tissue forms in its 
place. 
IF A CHILD GETS a tooth 


knocked out, the tooth should 
be reimplonted in its socket as 
soon as possible. The sooner 
the better, according to a re­ 
cent study , even if Tt mint be 
done by whoever is present at 
the scene of the accident. A 
dentist should be seen as soon 
as possible. 
Successful retention of the re­ 
placed tooth often depends on 
how soon it can be replaced >n 
its socket. If done within min­ 
utes, it's possible the root will 
continue to develop, and sur­ 
rounding tissues will heal norm­ 
ally and reattach themselves ro 
the tooth. 


A NEW PROCESS that great­ 
ly increases adhesion of lower 
dentures to the gums has r* 
cently been 
reported.

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John Lifrty Mode s t About Civ ic Efforts

The president of the McMillan 
Abstract Co., a man who mak es 
friendliness come easily, sat at 
his desk in the crowded cubby­ 
hole of I ice in the Courthouse at 
Lisbon and taik ed. good-natured­ 
ly. if somewhat reluctantly, of 
his life. 
John C. Lltty, a modest man, 
lik e so many whose contribu­ 
tions to their communities have 
been considerable, wonders why 
the events of his life would be 
of interest to others. But with a 
stint as county treasurer, two 
terms on Salem City council, 
••ml several other jobs behind 
him, he has a lot to talk about. 
A native of Bethel, N. Y., 
where he was bom April 1, 1896, 
to Herman and Cordelia Litty, 
he came to Salem when he was 
two years old. His father was 
employed by the Deming Co. for 
35 years after the family came 
to Salem, also serving as a lay 
preacher at the early 
First 
Friends Church. 
John went to the old Columbia 
Street School and later attend­ 
ed Spencerian Business College 
in Cleveland. 
He learned a trade—decorat­ 
ing china—that served him well 
from the time he was 15 until 
he went into the army. He work ­ 
ed at the Salem China Company 
for a while, and went to work 
later for (lie George H. Bowman 
(Jo. glass decorating shop on S. 
Broadway 
where the Salem 
Engineering Co. was later te» 
cated. He aJso went to the Bow­ 
man plant in Cleveland for • 
time. 


WORLD WAR I took him out 
of the pottery shops and put 
bun on the battlefield. 
He started his service with 
the old "Company DM from Sa­ 
lem under Capt. Percy Tetlow. 
"We still have reunions every 
year at Guilford,” he says. 
"There are 25 or 30 who still 
come, and at least eight still in 
Salem.” However, he left Com­ 
pany D and went overseas with 
a Massillon machine gun com­ 
pany, saw service in the Lune- 
vilk ; sector, Alsace - Lorraine, 
and at Argonne. Wounded, he 
came home as a second lieu­ 
tenant, and with a purple heart, 
too. 
After the war he went into the 
real estate business with Burt 
Capel for several years, and 
was elected to the county treas­ 
urer's post in 1930 in a write-in 
campaign. He was restricted to 
two terms, according to the 
rules of that time, and after his 
four years, he went into real 
estate on his own until 1943, 
when he bought the McMillan 
Abstract Co.
